Though this is in our backyard there is plenty of opportunity to snag 
some band / mode slots! 


Baldur Drobnica, DJ6SI, Arrested 

As you probably already heard Baldur was arrested and held for es- 
pionage on the island of Kos in Greece. The story is so absurd it 
borders on fantasy. He was arrested under the suspicion of transmit- 
ting sensitive information and when the authorities arrived he at- 
tempted to destroy his equipment and hang himself with his own belt. 
That would be pretty tough for a spry young man. For a 77 year old it 
is beyond belief. To complicate the matter his wife, who suffers from 
Alzheimer's, was with him. They were held for several hours without 
liquids and for a period she was not given her medication. The 
Greek hams upon hearing about the arrest came to his aid and inter- 
ceded on his behalf. Remember this is a CEPT country where mem- 
ber state amateur radio operators can come to Greece and operate 
under their home country license. In defense of the action taken the island of Kos is close to Turkey. As 
you know Turkey and Greece are not the best of friends. In any event if there was an issue with operating 
on that island Greece should have omitted it from the CEPT. 


Baldur was released on bail and the charge of espionage was dropped. However, since he refused to 
hand his notebook over to the authorities one charge is still in place. It is an absurd charge. It is as if to 
say you are innocent of any wrongdoing, however, since you gave us a hard time we will charge you for 
that. Baldur is back in Germany and from what was printed he is not going back to Greece. 


This story brings up an important point. The legal system in most of the world is very different from ours.

1A0C PRESS RELEASE 


Thirty years have passed since 1A made its way onto the DXCC list. And an activation by an Inter- 
national team looks to celebrate the uniqueness of this event. So, from the 1st to the 4th July, we 
will listen them on the air as 1A0C from Santa Maria del Priorato, home of the Sovereign Military 
Order of Malta. 


The callsign that will be used belongs to The Order of Malta’s Italian Relief Corps (CISOM), an or- 
ganization specialized in bringing assistance and relief during emergencies. This underscores the 
dual value of this activation. On the one hand, there’s the fun side ham radio, giving a not so easy 
new one to as many stations as possible (especially from the US and Japan). 


On the other hand, however, there’s the noble goal, as often seen in ham radio, where a spirit of co- 
operation and mutual aid are shared by operators all over the world. The team’s aim, in fact, is to 
raise funds thanks to donations and contributions from QSL requests in order to buy radio equip- 
ment which The Order of Malta’s Italian Relief Corps volunteers will be able to use in case of emer- 
gencies. 


The operators list includes: 1A0X, 1A0Z, EA2RY, EASRM, EA7AJR, EA7KW, F5CWU, IN3ZNR, 
IT9YVO, IZ8IYX, PB2T, SP3DOI and KH6CG as a pilot for North America and Pacific. 

They will be active on HF+6m and the QSLs for contacts with 1A0C can be requested via Francesco 
Cozzi, 1A0Z.

SCDXC Meets at WEMS Inc. on Rosecrans in Hawthorne. It is very close to the 405 Freeway how- 
ever the entrance can be missed. The major landmark is the tower with the SteppIR antenna on top. 


The driving directions to WEMS, Inc are as follows:
